Morse, th e New York banker, exchang­ 
ed his bare cell at the federal prison 
here for a more commodious ward in 
the arm y hospital at Fort McPher* 
son. 
The change was ordered by Attor­ 
ney General Wicket sham , 
who 
re­ 
cently made a special visit to Atlanta 
to investigate the condition of Mr. 
Morse 
He m ade the trip in safety and ap 
peared 
enthusiastic 
over 
his 
first 
glim pse of the outside world in two 
years. 
Morse was lifted by a giant prisoner 
from his cot and placed on the stretch ­ 
er, the am bulance being driven inside 
the prison walls 
He was forced to 
w ear tin* coarse garb of unbleached 
fabric furnished by the prison. 
An 
aim ed guard rode in the am bulante 
from Hie prison to the arm y reserva­ 
tion Before leaving the prison Morse 
was 
given a bath and salt 
water 
trea tm e n t, which bas helped him in 
the past 
At the post he was m et by Major 
Baker, post surgeon, and four trained 
nurses sent down from Washington. 
Soldiers lifted him from the am bu­ 
lance and < al lied him into the ham.* 
building, where ills room is on th** 
ground floor and heated by an old coal 
stove. 
He was covered up on the 
stretch e r like a corpse and th e by* 
stan d ers saw bis face. 
An 
arm ed 
guard sits inside the 
room, relieved every eight hours, while 
soldiers patrol the reservation on the 
outside. 
Colonel Vanarsdale and other offi­ 
cers say they will try to m ake him 
com fortable. 
T hat the distrust by officials of the 
seriousness of Morse s Illness nearly 
resulted in his death last W ednesday 
is th** belief of those who have learned 
hie fa< is. The departm ent of Justice 
has been loath to believe that the pris 
oner was really dangerously ill, end 
he came 
near dying at one crisis 
Since then he has been subjected by 
physicians to every test for m alinger­ 
ing, and now they are convinced he Is 
a really sick man. 
Morse will now see his little girl, 
thirteen years old, for the first tim e 
since his incarceration. 
His 
sister, 
Miss Jennie Morse, from Bath, Me., 
will bring the 
daughter to see her 
father. 
S te did not know he was a 
prisoner until a short tim e ago. 
His tw o sons are also coming. Morse 
feels encouraged since the news came 
th a t the officials would order his re­ 
moval, and lie now believes that he 
will receive a pardon before leaving 
the post Those interested in the case 
believe this is true 
Morse is great Iv grieved because hts 
wife, who has worked so faithfully for 
him, and who h«R practically lived on 
trains between New York and Atlanta, 
Is iii In New York and cannot reach 
him for a week al least. 
V eteran arm y officers say that never 
before was a convict from a civil pris­ 
on sent to an arm y hospital.

FIND MAN’S BODY 
IN 
CASK 


Tke victim, an Italian, Was 


Strangled to Daatli 


BUCK 
HANO 
SUSPEGTEO 


Qr«wsomc Discovery Mad* by Huntai 
of Firowood Along Road Near Nor 
wood, Pa., Revtala Brutal Crime. 


Fhiiadelpbla, Nov. 27.—The body OI 
an unident Hied Italian, who had bees 
etranKied, luutllated, then Jammed intc 
an old wine caak hardly big enough U 
hold him, waH found lying alongaldt 
the Old Hook road, In Norwood, Del* 
ware county. 
For three days children had played 
with the cask, rolled it about and had 
tried to open it. The chance blow from 
a hatchet by a man bunting firewood 
revealed the body and opened up a 
murder myetery of the moat baffling 
kind. 
Whether the man la the victim of 
the vengeance of an Italian aecret h o - 
ciety or had been killed in a private 
feud, detectives are um ertaln. 
He 
had been garroted by a loop of rope 
being thrown around his neck and 
then tightly twisted until breathing 
was stopped. 
Detectives think that 
more than one man ie implicated in 
the murder, because of the difficulty 
a single mao would have in so kilUna 
the victim, lo forcing his body lo^o 
the cask and in taking it to the place 
where It was found. 
Agents of an Italian secret society 
are thought to have killed the man in 
an Italian labor camp and then hauled 
him to the Old Hook road, between 
Norwood and Sharon Hill. In a wagon. 
Two shovels and a pick were found 
nearby, hidden in the underbrush. 
They were within a few feet of the 
cask. and detectives think the mur­ 
derers intended to return and bury 
the cask and body. The cask had been 
dumped quickly and with no attempt 
to conceal it. FVrsons living in the 
neighborhood where the body was dt»< 
covered are thought to have frighten­ 
ed away the murderers when they 
were preparing to bury their victim, 
although no one remembers seeing 
the wagon stop in the lonely road. 
Whatever 
marks of tdentlfli atlon 
may have been or or In the clothing 
of the dead man were carefully re­ 
moved. Not a paper was found on 
him. 
No marks were found on bis 
clothing. 
Italians working on con­ 
tracts in the neighborhood could not 
identify him. and his body is thought 
to have been hauled from a distance. 
The 
murder 
was 
dlsr-overed 
by 
James Bishop, a colored man Bishop 
was hunting firewood and came across 
the cask in a tiny gully, not ISO feet 
from his home. 
The cask was tightly sealed. Smash­ 
ing the head in with bis axe. Bishop 
was terrified to see the head of a man 
rise through the opening be had made. 
He lied up the road to the residence 
of Reuben Bonsall, a prominent busi­ 
ness man of Norwood. W'hen Bonsall 
heard of the find be notified Horace 
Grifflth, an^underUker. of Norwood. 
The cask was taken to Griffith's un­ 
dertaking rooms, where the hoops and 
head were knocked off. The body was 
so tightly jammed into the cask that 
It had to he partly tom open before 
the body could be released. The man's 
body bad been doubled up so that his 
heels touched his chin. 
The cask was so narrow, only four­ 
teen InclHTs in diameter at the bead, 
that the murderers had considerable 
difficulty In forcing the body into it. 
The cask was not over three feet 
high, and the man’s feet bad protrud­ 
ed after his body was shoved in. 
Gashes on the inside of both ankles 
showed 
where the murderers 
had 
smashed his bones that they might 
double the feet inward and 
make 
them fit. The man's clothing was oi 
him, but the shoes had been torn oft 
him when his ankles were broken, and 
were rammed into the cask.
